10 Q- What is contained in the 
first commandment 9 

A. Thou shalt worship no 
other than the true God. 

1 1 Q- May we not worship Siva, 
and others y called gods 9 

A* As they are not true Gods, 
we must not worship them. 
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1 2 Q. What is contained in the 
second commandment? 

A. Thou shalt not set up and 
worship any idols* 

13 Q. The Heathens and the Ro- 
man Catholics set up and wor-- 
ship images, is that sin ? 

A. Yes, to worship images 
is a great sin. 

14 Q. What is contained in the 
third commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not take the 
name of God in vain. 

15 Q. What is it to take his 
name in vain? 

A^ To say oh God — oh Lord, 
as it comes into the mouth, and 
to take any vain oath. 

16 Q. What is contained in th0 
fourth commandment? 
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A. You must not work on 
the Sabbalh-day, but keep it 
holy. 

17 Q. But if we do not work 
on the SabbQth, shall we get 

food? 

A. Yes ; God will give such 
things as are necessary to those 
who obey his laws. 

18 Q. What is contained in the 
fifth commandment 9 

A. You must honour your 
father and mother, and obey 
them. 

19 Q. If your father and mother 
tell you to do what is displeasing 
to God, can you do it ? 

A, Though father and mo- 
ther should bid, it is wrong to do 
what will displease God. 

20 Q. What is contained in the 
sixth commandment f 
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A. You must do no murder. 

21 Q. If so, may we not kill any 
living creature 9 

A. We may kill hurtful ani- 
mals, and such as.are useful for 
our food. 

22 Q. What is contained in the 
seventh commandment ? 

A. You must not commit 
adultery. 

23 Q. Are obscene words against 
this commandment ? 

A, Not only obscene words, 
but impure thoughts^ are against 
this commandment. 

24 Q. What is contained in the 
eighth commandmefii 9 

A. You must not steal. 

25 Q. May we not pilfer from 
our parents, little things ? 
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A' No. It is wicked to steal 
any thing, even from our parents. 

26 Q. TVhat is contained in the 
ninth commandment? 

A- You must not bear false 
witness. 

27 Q. May we tell no untruth ? 
A- No, ail lying is sinful. 

28 Q. What is contained in the 
tenth commandment ? 

A* You must not covet what 
is another's. 

29 Q. May we never desire what 
another has? 

A* We may not wish it to 
the loss of the owner. 

30 Q. Have you fully walked 
according to these command- 
ments 9 

A. No, I have broken them, 
and am a sinner. 
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81 Q' ^f^ all men sinners? 

A. Yes, all are sianers^ even 
by nature. 

32 Q. By what means did they 
become sinners ? 

A. As our first parents sin- 
ned, we all are born sinners. 

33 Q. Did God create our Jirst 
parents sinners? 

A* No, He created them with- 
out sin. 

34 Q. Then how did they he- 
come sinners ? 

A. They sinned through the 
device of the devil. 

35 Q. What evil has come in 
consequence of their sin ? 

A. \xv this world, sickness, 
ileath and other miseries: and 
exposure to hell in the world lo 
come. 
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36 Q. May not sin be atoned for ' 
hy our good deeds 9 

A. As we are always bound 
to do good, and our best actions 
are mixed with sin, sin cannot 
be atoned for by our good deeds. 

37 Q. Bow then can sin be 
atoned for 9 

A. By the sufferings and 
death of the Lord Christ, sin is 
atoned for. 
88 Q. Who is the Lord Christ 9 

A. The Son of God. 

39 Q. What hind of persmi is 
he 9 

A. He is the true God, who, 
to save us, became man. 

40 Q. In what way did he be- 
come man 9 

A. He was begotten by the 
Holy Ghost in a Virgin, and was 
born. 
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41 Q. How long was Christ on 
the earth f 

A. Christ lived on the earth 
about 33 years. 

42 Q. What did he do when on 
the earth ? 

A, He went about healing ma- 
ny sick persons, raising some who 
were dead, and teaching good 
doctrine. 

43 Q. How did Christ die? 

A. Though innocent, being 
nailed to a cross by wicked men. 
He died. 

44 Q. Why did he let wicked 
men nail him to a cross 9 

A. That he might by his suf- 
ferings and death obtain pardon 
for our sins. 
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45 Q. If he died how can he 
^ave IMS? 

A^ Thougli he died, yet on 
the third day he came to life, 
rose and ascended to heaven. 

46 Q. To obtain salvation by 
Christ the Lord, what must we 
do? 

A. You must believe in him, 
forsake sin, and be converted. 

47 Q. Can we of ourselves be- 
lieve in Christ and be converted ? 

A. No, we need the grace 
of the Holy Spirit. 

48 Q. How may we obtain the 
grace of the Holy Spirit ? 

A. We may obtain it by pray- 
ing to God, in the name of Christ. 

49 Q. TVhat should converted 
jpersons do to be established in 
Christianity/ ? 
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u4. They must join the Chris- 
tian church, and partake of the 
Lord's supper. 

60 Q. When we die, where will 
our bodies and souls go ? 

A. Our bodies will go to 
dust, but our souls will go either 
to heaven or hell. 

51 Q. Will the body and soul 
be always thus separated ? 

A. JNo. In the day of judg- 
ment the body being raised and 
united to the soul, they will live 
together forever 

52 Q. What will take place in 
the judgment'day ? 

A' The Lord Jesus will come 
in glory, and pass judgment on 
all. 

53 Q. What tvill he then do to 
those who have not been con- 
verted ? 
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A. He will cast those who 
have not been converted into 
hell. 

54 Q. TVhat will he do to those 
who have been converted ? 

A. He will receive the con- 
verted to heaven. 

65 Q. What will be the state of 
those who are cast into hell ? 

A. They will forever weep 
and lament on account of their 
torments. 

56 Q. What will be the state of 
those who are received into hea- 
ven I 

-4. They will praise God, and 
be perfectly holy and happy 
"ever.

1 Question ^ TVhat should you 
especially know ? 

Answer. I should know God, 
and the way of the soul's salva- 
tion by Him. 

2 Q. Tf^hat must we study to 
know God, and the way of saha^ 
tion ? 

A. We must study the true 
Scripture. 

3 Q. What is the true Scrip- 
ture "i 

A. The Scripture which teach- 
es the Christian religion. 

4 Q. How did the true Scrip-- 
iure cornel 
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A. God, in ancient times, re- 
vealed his will to some whom 
he loved, and they wrote as He 
revealed. In this way came the 
true Scripture, called the Old and 
jVew Testaments. 

5 Q. TVhat are the principal 
thinffs contained in the true 
Scripture ? 

A. 1. Gojd is one. 

2. His attributes are bound- 
less. 

3. He created all worlds, and 
all persons and things in them. 

4. He created mankind holy 
and upright. 

5. He gave them a command, 
by which to walk. 

6. They broke that command, 
and became exposed to hell. 
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7. God had compassion on 
them, and graciously promised 
to give his Son Jesus Christ to 
redeem them. 

8. Our Saviour Jesus Christ 
took upon him human nature, 
taught us good doctrine ; and to 
take away the sins of men, offered 
himself an appropriate sacrifice. 

9. In order to be saved, all 
must repent and believe on Him. 

10. There will be a day of 
Judgment at the end of the 
world. 

11. All the dead also will rise 
to be judged. 

12. Of those who thus rise 
from the dead, and who are judg- 
ed, believers in Christ will enter 
heaven, and unbelievers will go 
to hell. 
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6 Q. According to the true re- 
ligion, what attributes has God? 

A. He is one God, called 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
This Trinity is one Being. 

7 Q. If God is one, why call 
him Triune? 

A. Because he is not only re- 
vealed as in nature Triune, but 
because ia the salvation of men 
he exercises different offices. He 
is therefore called Triune. 

8 Q. What are the different 
ojffices which God exercises, as a 
-triune being ? 

A. To save men, God the 
Father sent the Son into the 
world, God the Son came and 
prepared the way of salvation, 
God the Holy Spirit sanctifies 
them, and prepares them for 
heaven. 
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9 Q- What are the principal 
attributes of God ? 

A. Eternity, Omnipotence,Oni- 
nipresence, Omniscience, Un- 
changeableness. Holiness, Jus* 
tice. Benevolence, Mercy and 
Truth. 

10 Q, Why is God called Eter- 
nal? 

A. Because he has no birth 
or death, but exists for ever, he 
is called Eternal. 

11 Q. Why is God called Al- 
mighty 9 

A. Because by his own Divine 
volition he created all worlds, 
and all that is in them, both ani- 
mate and inanimate, and go- 
verns all, he is called Almighty. 

12 Q. Why is God called Om- 
nipresent? 
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A. Because he fills all space, 
he is called Omnipresent. 

13 Q. But if he is every where 
present, why cannot we see him ? 

A. Because he is a Spirit, he 
cannot be seen by our bodily 
eyes. 

14 Q. Why is God called Om- 
niscient f 

A. Because he knows all that 
is past; present, and to come, he 
is called Omniscient. 

15 Q. Why is God said to be 
unchangeable ? 

A. Because in attributes, 
words, and volitions, he is un- 
wavering and always the same. 
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16 Q. Why is God called holy ? 

A. Because he is by nature 
spotless, and loves holiness and 
hates unholiness. 

17 Q. Why is God called just ? 

A. Because he is kind to the 
good, but punishes the wicked; 
and thus rewards every one ac- 
cording to his deeds. 

18 Q. Why is God called bene- 
volent f 

A. Because he not only does 
all necessary good to all his crea- 
tures, and preserves them, but 
gives supreme bliss to those who 
love him. 
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19 Q. Why is he called mercu 
ful? 

A. Because be has provided 
a way of salvation for those who 
have broken his law, and are 
exposed to hell. 

20 Q. Why is God said to be 
true? 

A. Because he cannot lie — 
always keeps his word — and is 
the source of truth and all know- 
ledge. 

21 Q. Have any of the gods, 
worshipped by the heathen, these 
attributes ; or any but the true 
God 9 

A. Siva and other gods, 
whom the heathen worship, have 
not these attributes, but disposi- 
tions contrary to them. 
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22 Q. How should we worship 
God? 

A. As God is a Spirit without 
likeness, we should not use any 
image in his worship, but worship 
him in spirit 

23 Q. How did God create all 
worlds y and all persons and things 
in them ? 

A. Being Almighty, he made 
all worlds and all persons and 
things, by his Divine word. 

24 Q. What are the most ex^ 
cellent creatures of God? 

A. Angels and men ; because 
they have souls and minds capa- 
ble of knowing good and evil. 

25 Q. What kind of beings are 
angels ? 
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A. Angels are holy and spiri- 
tual beings, created by God. 

26 Q- Are they all good beings? 

A. In the beginning they 
were all holy and good ; but some 
of them afterwards became bad, 
were cursed of God, and are now 
devils. 

27 Q. What hind of beings are 
good angels ? 

A. They are infinitely happy 
beings praising God, and doing 
his holy will continually. 

28 Q. What do the devils do, who 
fell into sin ? 

A. Being opposed to God, they 
strive to deceive men, and draw 
them into sin. 
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29 Q. What kind of beings are 
men? 

A. They have unintelligent bo- 
dies united with intelligent souls. 

30 Q. What is the soul ? 

A. The soul is a spirit which, 
not perishing with the body, and 
having the power of knowing 
good and evil, will exist forever 
in heaven or hell. 
81 Q. Have beasts, and othef^ 
living things, souls as well as 
men? 

A. They have only life which 
perishes with the body, and not 
imperishable souls, capable of 
knowing God. 

32 Q. jire not God and our souls 
mie ? 

A. Not at all. God has no 
'^^gi^^ning, and is the Creator of 
all things. The soul is made 
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by Him; so that God and the 
soul are very different. 

33 Q, When our body perishes 
will our soul be born in another 
body f 

A. The souls of bad people 
will be punished, and those of 
good people will be happy ; but 
they will not be born in other 
bodies. 

34 Q. How "many persons did 
God make in the beginning ? 

A. Two; our first parents^ 
Adam and Eve. 
85 Q. Where did he place them? 

A. In Paradise, a garden which 
was good and fruitful. 

36 Q, While there, what was 
their state ? 
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A. They were at first holy, 
and happy ; and worshipped God. 
After that they gave place to sin, 
lost their holiness^ and became 
sinners. 

87 Q. Hovo did they lose their 
holiness ? 

A^ God pointed out to them 
a tree, and commanded them not 
to eat of its fruit; but they, 
through the wiles of the devil, con- 
trary to this command, plucked 
and ate, and thus fell into sin. 

38 Q. For hreahing that com-- 
mand, what happened to them 9 

A. They lost their holiness, 
became the servants of the devil, 
suffered the curse of God, in- 
curred sickness, death, and such 
like afflictions in this world, and

S9 Q. Are all men now in a 
Jhllen state ? 

A. Yes "without doubt. As 
our first parents became depra- 
ved by sin, and wholly corrupted, 
80 all their descendants are 
by nature ruined and exposed* 
to hell. 

40 Q, Are there none among 
"men without sin ? 

A. None, Though some re- 
strain their passions, and live a 
moral life, still all are sinners. 

41 Q. How can we know what 
is right and what is wrong ? 
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A. By the Ten Commahd^ 
ments, which God has graciously 
given. 

42 Q. What is the Jlrst com- 
mandment ? 

A. I am the Lord thy God. 
Thou shalt have no other Gods 
before me. 

43 Q. What are we te learn btf 
this first commandment f 

A. We learn that God, whd 
created all worlds and all persons 
and things in them, is one ; that 
there is no other true God ; and 
that it is wrong to worship any 
other. 

44 Q. What is the second com^ 
mandment 9 

A. Thou shalt not make unto 
thee any graven image, or any 
likeness ot any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the 
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earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth ; thou 
shalt not bow down to them, nor 
serve them. 

45 Q. What should we learn 
by this commandment ? 

A. We should learn that it 
is not proper to worship any 
thing, which God has created, 
nor make any image of any to 
worship, and that we should me- 
ditate on the attributes of God, 
and worship him in our hearts. 

46 Q. What is the third com^ 
mandment ? 

A' I'hou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God ia 
Tain. 

47 Q. What should we learn 
by this ? 

A. We should learn that it 
is wrong to use God's holy name 
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profanely, or without a proper 
sense of his majesty ; or to swear 
carelessly by his holy name or 
by any of his works. 

48 Q. What is the fourth com- 
mandment ? 

A. Kemember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy. Six days 
shalt thou labour and do all thy 
work; but the seventh day is the 
Sabbath of the Lord thy God. 
In it thou shalt not do any work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daugh- 
ter, thy man-servant, nor thy 
maid-servant, nor thy cattle, nor 
thy stranger that is within thy 
jjates. 

49 Q. What should we under- 
stand hi/ this commandment ? 

A. We should understand 
that the Sabbath day is holy, 
that we shoulJ then abstain 
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from worldly employment; read 
and search the divine word of 
God, and make it known to 
others; go to church, hear of his 
glory, pi'ay to him, praise and 
worship him; and require our 
household to do the same. 

50 Q. What is the fifth com- 
mandment I 

A. Honour thy father and thy 
mother, that thy days may he 
long in the land, which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee. 

51 Q. TVhat does this com- 
mandment require ? 

A. It requires that children, 
to enjoy long life in this world, 
should obey their parents, kings 
and others over them, and do 
their duty to them. 
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52 Q. Should children obey 
their parents and others, what- 
ever they may bid ? 

A. They should obey every 
proper command ; but not when 
a command is contrary to the 
law of God, or unjust. 
63 Q. What is the sixth com- 
mandment t 

A* Thou shalt not kill. 
54 Q. What should we under^ 
stand by this command ? 

A. We should understand 
that no one may destroy his own 
life or the life of others ; but 
should restrain anger, revenge 
and such like passions, which 
lead to murder. 

65 Q. According to this com^ 
mand is it sin to kill beasts, and 
birds, and such like living 
things ? 
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A. Since God has revealed 
to us that these animals are given 
us for food, and that we are to 
rule over them, we may kill such 
us we need for food, and such as 
would hurt us, but it is a sin to 
torment them, or kill them with- 
out cause. 

56 Q. What is the seventh com- 
mandment f 

A. Thou shall not commit 
adultery. 

57 Q. What is the meaning of 
this commandment ? 

A* It means that it is a sin 
for any man to desire any wo- 
man excepting his own wife; 
or for any woman to desire 
any man except her own hus-. 
band. 

58 Q. TVhat is the eighth com^ 
mandment I 
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A. Thou shalt not steal. 

59 Q. What should we learn 
by this ? 

A. We should learn that it is 
wrong to take the property of 
others secretly, to wrest it from 
them by force, to cheat them or 
take by fraud ourselves or to 
assist others in doing so, or to 
conceal such theft if we know it. 

60 Q. What is the ninth com- 
mandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

61 Q. What is the meaning of 
this 9 

A. That we should always 
speak the truth, and not deny 
what is true nor affirm what is 
not. 

62 Q. What is the tenth com- 
mandment ?

A^ Thou slialt not covet thy 
neighbour's house, thou shaitnot 
covet thy neighbour's wife, nor 
his man-servant, nor his maid- 
servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor any thing that is thy neigh- 
bour's. 

C3 Q. TVhat is the meaning of 
this commandment ? 

A' It means that we must 
not desire other people's proper- 
ty, but be content with what we 
have. 

64 Q. Sow did the Lord Jesus 
express these commandments ? 

A* Our Lord Jesus com- 
pressed these ten command- 
ments into two, Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart ; and thy neighbour as thy- 
sein 
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65 0- ^^*^ there any who keep 
all these commandments without 
any deficiency ? 

A. There is no man who 
perfectlj^ keeps these command- 
ments. Ail break them either 
by thought, word, or deed, and 
are sinners exposed to hell. 

66 Q. Cannot we hy our own 
good works atone for our sins 
and escape hell? 

A. Since it is our duty to 
do all the good in our power, and 
even our good actions are mixed 
with evil, we cannot atone for 
our sins by good works, nor es- 
cape hell. 

67 Q. Then how can we escape 
hell? 
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A. We can escape hell only 
through Jesus Christ. 

68 Q. Who is Jesus Christ? 

A. Of the Trinity— Father, 
Son and Spirit — He is the Son, 
who came into the world as man 
to atone for our sins; — the Son 
of God. 

69 Q. How did he become a 
man 9 

A. He was conceived of a vir- 
gin by the grace of the Holy 
Ghost, was born as a man, and 
possesses the divine and human 
nature. 

70 Q. How do we know that he 
possessed a divine nature 9 

A. Because he knew both 
the mind of God and the hearts 
of man ; because by his own word 
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he ca^t out devils, healed the 
sick, raised the dead, and did 
many such miracles ; and because 
he possessed the divine names 
and attributes. 

71 Q. How do we know that he 
possessed human nature 9 

A. Because he was hungry, 
thirsty, and afflicted ; because 
he died; — and because he is 
called the son of man. 

72 Q. Did he sin like other 
men, when he was in the world ? 

A. No. He was conceived 
by the Holy Ghost, had love to 
God and love to man, long-suffer- 
ing, patience, and all other good 
dispositions, and was spotless. 
Therefore he did not sin. 
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73 Q. TFTiat did the Lord Je- 
sus Christ dOy to expiate sin and 
save us ? 

A. He bore the punishmeDt 
due to us for sin ; suffered, shed 
his blood, was crucified, and bu- 
ried ; on the tiiird day he rose 
again and went to heaven. He 
g-ave the Holy Spirit, and was in 
this way our iSa^'iour to atone 
for our sins. 

74 Q. In consequence of Christ's 
suffering to atone for sin, will all 
be saved 2^ 

A. No. Those who leave off 
their sins, and repent and be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus, will be 
saved and no others. 

75 Q. What is it to repent? 
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A. To repent is to be sorry 
for sin, to cast off our old and 
sinful disposition, and get a new 
heart. It is called a new birthi 

76 Q. What is faith? 

A- For one, knowing that he 
cannot be saved by bis own good 
works, and believing that Jesus 
Christ will save him, to take 
hold of him by love, and to follow 
him, is faith. 

T7 Q- Have we power of our- 
selves to leave off sin, and repent , 
and hate faith in Jesus Christ ? 

A' As we are unholy we 
have not that power ; but God the 
Holy Ghost must take away our 
unholy desires, and give us holy 
affections. 
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T8 Q. What must we do to ob-- 
tain the Holy Spirit ? 

A. We must look to God 
through Jesus Christ, and with 
great numility of mind pray for 
It. 

79 Q. How will those live, who 
have obtained the gift of the 
Holy Ghost ? 

A. They will love Jesus 
Christ much, love their neijjh- 
bour as themselves, do all the 
good to them they can, a^nd in 
this way will live according to 
the commands of God. 

80 Q. Have all who are called 
Christians received the gift of 
the Holy Ghost? 

A. No. Some called Chris- 
tians take the name of God in 
vain, tell lies, steal, and com- 
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mit other sins ; others worship 
images ; and others though they 
are moral in their outward con- 
duet have not holy hearts. These, 
though called Christians, have 
not received the Holy Ghost. 

81 Q. JVhat special ordinance 
do Christians observe in remem- 
brance of Christ ? 

A. They partake of the Lord's 
Supper. 

82 Q. What is the Lord's Svjh^ 
per ? 

A. It is the sacred feast which 
the Lord Jesus instituted the 
evening before he suffered ; wheM 
he took bread and wine and 
partook of them, with his dis- 
ciples, and gave a command that 
all his followers should do so in 
remembrance of him. 
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88 Q. How should we partake 
of it? 

A' The minister taking bread 
and wine, gives thanks, breaks 
the bread and pours out the 
wine, and gives it to the Chris- 
tians assembled ; who take it, and 
with a pure heart, meditating 
on the snflerings and death of 
Christ, partake both of the bread 
and the wine. 

84 Q. What is the reason for 
breaking the bread, tvhen they 
partake of the Lord's Supper f 

A. They do this in remem- 
brance that the body of Christ 
was wounded for us. 

85 Q. Why should they partake 
of the wine f 
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A. Because it is a sign, that 
the blood of Christ was shed for 
our sins. 

86 Q. Is it proper for all Chris- 
tians to partake of the Lord's 
Supper ? 

A. All those who believe on 
Christ the Lord, and truly en- 
deavour to keep his command- 
ments should partake of the 
Lord's Supper ; but it is not pro- 
per for others to do so. 

87 Q. Ought all men to embrace 
the Christian religion f 

A. As God is one, as all men 
are sinners, and as Jesus Christ 
alone is the Saviour of sinners, 
all men should embrace the Chris- 
tian religion. 
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"88 Q. If there is no Sar>iovr 
but the Lord Jesus Christ, hoiv 
tcere those men saved who lived 
before Christ came into the 
world? 

A. As God made known in the 
beginning that lie would send a 
"Suviour into the world, and ap- 
pointed the offering of sacrifices 
for a sign that the Saviour would 
come, many believed on Christ 
as coming and w^re saved by 
iiim. 

89 Q. Will the Cliristian reli- 
gion he made known throughout 
the worldly 

A> Yes, it will not only be 
made known, but there is not the 
least doubt all will embrace it, 
and live accordingly. 
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00 Q. How do we hiow that the 
Christian religion will be univer^ 
sal? 

A. From what is said in llie 
Bible, that all men shall see his 
salvation, and that every tongue 
shall confess that Jesus Christ 
is God, and many other like 
Scripture texts. 

91 Q. Will the Christian religion 
continue to the end of the world? 

A. Yes, all nations in all places 
and in successive generations 
shall become Christians; and so 
that religion vi\\\ remain until the 
day of judgment. 

92 Q. What is the day of judg^ 
ment ? 

A. The day in which Jesus 
Christ shall come and judge ail 
men, 
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93 Q. What will he especialli/ 
do on that day 9 

A. He will appear in the hea- 
vens with all his glory, give im- 
perishable bodies to the living 
and to those who are raised from 
the dead, gather them before 
him, reveal the state of each 
one, and judging all, receive 
those who have repented to hea- 
ven, and send those who have 
not repented to hell. 

94 Q. JVhat kind of a place is 
heaven ? 

A. It is the place where God 
especially reveals his glory, and 
where angels and other holy be- 
ings enjoy spiritual bliss, without 
hunger, thirst, or any such afflic- 
tion. 

95 Q. What hind of a place is 
hell/ 
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A. It is the lake of fire, where 
the devil and unconverted men 
are punished forever, according 
to their wicked deeds. 

96 Q. Since it is so, what kind 
of persons ought we to be ? 

A. If we wish to die happily, 
and, not going to hell, obtain 
heaven, we must repent; and lay- 
ing hold on Christ by faith, by 
ihe aid of the Holy Spirit, for- 
sake all sin, obtain a holy dispo- 
sition like God's, and remaining 
steadfast in prayer, wait for the 
coming of Christ. 

97 Q. How must we meditate on 
God and pray, so that we may 
obtain the gift of the Holy 
Sjyirit in this world, and the 
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joys of heaven in the world to 
come ? 

A. We should restrain our 
passions, that we may not be 
drawn away by the world, the 
flesh, and the devil ; and meditate 
on God with humility, patience, 
meekness, divine love, faith, and 
such like good dispositions; and 
pray to him through Jesus 
Christ, that we may receive the 
gifts of the Holy Ghost. 
98 Q. If we pray by rote, while 
our desires do not accompany 
our words, will God hear our 
prayer 9 

A. No, since God has com- 
manded us to give him our 
hearts he will not accept a mere 
form of prayer, but requires us 
to offer our hearts with true 
supplications. 
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99 Q' Then how should we 
pray f 

A. We should offer our hearts 
and say, as our Lord Jesus 
taught us ; Our Father who art ia 
heaven; hallowed be thy name* 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done on earth, as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread; 
and forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. And lead us 
not into temptation; but deliver 
us from evil. For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 
And with such like petitions we 
should pray. 
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100 Q. How many times should 
we pray in a day f 

A. At least twice, — morning 
?)nd evening. 

101 Q. How ought ice to pray 
in the morning .^ 

A. Our heavenly Father, I 
thank thee, in the name of Jesus 
Christ my Saviour, for keeping 
me from injury and suffering 
through the night past, and for 
thy grace in granting me, thy 
servant, needed favours. I be- 
seech thee to keep me through 
this day from all sin, and gra- 
ciously to grant, that all my 
thoughts and words may be 
acceptable to thee, and that I 
may perform my daily labours 
faithfully and actively. Bless my 
relatives and friends, and graci- 
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oiisly grant that they may walk 
in thy spiritual light. I give up 
myself and all that I have to thy 
protection. Receive rae. Save 
me from the dangers which 
threaten me. Grant me thy Holy 
Spirit, that I may keep thy com- 
mandments, and grow in the 
knowledge of thyself. Grant all 
this, not for my sake, but for the 
sake of thy Son and my precious 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Amen. 
J 02 Q. How ought we to pray 
at evening ? 

A. Almighty and most graci- 
ous Father, 1 praise thee, in the 
name of Jesus Christ, that thou 
hast kept me through the day 
from harm and trouble, and grant- 
ed to thy servant the good things 
which I needed. Although 1 am 
unworthy to come into thy 
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presence and to obtain from thee 
any blessings, yet trusting that 
thou wilt hear my request, for 
the Saviour's sake. 1 come be- 
fore thee with humility, and the 
deepest reverence, and make my 
supplications. Grant me thy Holy 
Spirit that I may not fall asleep 
in sin and perish. Awake me and 
make me watchful. Give me 
understanding, and an enlighten- 
ed mind that 1 may know my sins. 
Take away the impure dispo- 
sitions of my heart. Though I 
hide any of the sins committed 
against thee thou knowest them. 
Do not cast me into hell oa 
account of these sins, but for 
Christ's sake pardon them. I 
give unto thee myself, and all that 
1 have. Preserve me from the 
dangers of this night, and awak- 
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ing me in the tnoroing, reveiA 
to me thy glory. These mercies 
grant for Christ's sake.

X. Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's house, thou shalt 
not covet thy neighbour's wife, 
nor his man-servant, nor his maid- 
servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor any thing that is thy neigh- 
bour's. 
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
